States senators, con- 
gressmen, governor and state officers, 
also members of the legislature, judges, 
solicitors and county officials. Judge 
Nat Harris, nominee for governor on 
the democratic ticket, will be unoppos- 
ed. In addition, voters will also cast 
their ballots for or against the crea- 
tion of a number new counties 
which have been authorized by propos- 
ed constitutional amendments approv- 
efi by the last legislature.

Naples, Via Rome, November 2. 
Mount Vesuvius is again in eruption, 
and the inhabitants in its vicinity have 
become greatly alarmed. On Sunday 
special prayers were made and pro- 
cessions of people went to favored 
shrines as a repetition of the disaster 
of 1906 is feared.

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GERMANS DEALING 
VERY HARD BLOWS, 


BUI FAIL 10 GAIN 


Allies Strike Back Just as 


Hard, and the Losses in 
France and Belgium Are 
Appalling. 


LAST EFFORT BEING MADE 
TO GET TO THE CHANNEL 


Belief Is Expressed That if 
the Germans Fail They 
Will Fall Back to Positions 
in Central Belgium. 


November 2.—The Germans 
hard blows on the 
allies’ lines in their endeavor to get 
ti:rough to the coast. Thus far they 
have found every road blocked, but ap- 
parently disregarding losses they con- 
tinue to attack. 

The floods, the Belgian army and the 
British fleet having barréd their way 
southwestward along the coast, the 
Germans are now striking on a 
line stretching from Ypres, in Belgium, 
to La Bassee, farther south in France, 
but seemingly with no more success. 

The stubbornness of the fighting 
along this line may be gathered from 
the fact that the town of Messines, 
which the Germans now occupy, has 
been taken and retaken no less than 
four times since last Saturday, each 
time with enormous losses in killed or 
wounded. 

Attacks also have been made along 
the entire battle front as far east as 
the Vosges region, but; according to 


the French report. with the Germans 
in the

GERMANS MAKE 
LAST EFFORT. 


The belief is growing here, and it 
also has been expressed by those re- 
turning from Belgium, that the Ger- 
mans are making a last effort to get 
through to the coast and that if 
fails they will fall back to positions 
nrepared in central Belgium. 

Although the fighting is continuous 
on the east Prussian frontier, in Po- 
and and in Galicia, there is no impor- 
tant change in the situation, and it is 
believed none is likely until the Rus- 
sian armies come up with the Germans, 
who are retiring from the Vistula 
toward the Warthe river. On this river 
it is considered likely another big bat- 
tle will be fought.

“In these circumstances, having re- 
gard to the safety of peaceful com- 
merce on the high seas and to the 
maintenance within the limits of in- 
ternational law of trade between neu- 
tral countries, the admiralty feels it 
necessary to adopt exceptional meas- 
ures. 

“They, therefore, give notice that the 
whole of the North sea must be con- 
sidered a military area. Within this 
area merchant shipping of all kinds, 
traders of all countries, fishing craft 
and all other vessels will be exposed 
to the gravest dangers from mines 
which it has been necessary to lay and 
from warships searching Vigilantly by 
night and day for suspicious craft. 


Warning te All Vessels. 


“All merchant and fishing vessels 
are hereby warned of the‘dangers they 
encounter by entering this area, ex- 
cept in strict accordance with admi- 
ralty directions. I*rom the 5th of No- 
vember onwards the admiralty  an- 
nounce that all ships passing a line 
drawn from the northern point of the 
Hebrides through the Faroe islands to 
Iceland do so at their own peril. 

“Ships of all: countries wishing to 
trade to and from Norway, the Baltic. 
Denmark and Holland are advised to 
come, if inward bound, by the English 
channel and the Straits of Dover. There 
they will be given sailing directions 
which will pass them safely. so far us 
Great Britain is concerned, up the east 
coast of England to Farne island, 
whence a safe route will, if possible. 
be given to Lindesnas lighthouse. 

“Prom this point they should turn 
north or south, according to their des- 
tination, keeping as near the coast as 
possible. The converse applies to ves- 
sels outward bound 

“By strict adherence to these routes 
the commerce of all countries will be 
able to reach its destination in safe- 
tv, so far as Great Britain is con- 
cerned, but any straying, even for a 
few miles, from ihe course thus indi- 
cated may be followed by fatal conse- 
quences.”

TURKEY BACKS 
GERMAN OFFICERS. 


It was disclosed in a statement is- 
sued by the French government that 
Turkey, in reply to a note presented 
by Russia, France and England on 
Friday last, agreed to recall her fleet 
from the Black sea, but refused to 
dismiss the German officers from her 
ships, and that, as it was believed she 
could not maintain a passive attitude 
without doing this, the ambassadors of 
the entente powers demanded their 
passports and left Turkey. 


There is every reason to believe that 
despite the apology of the grand vizier, 
which it is understood comes from the 
peace party in the Turkish cabinet and 
may not be adhered to by Enver Pasha.

CLAYTON MAY GET JOB 


His Friends Confident the 
Ordinance Will Pass. 


Friends of Captain R. M. Clayton, 
who have been seeking: to have an or- 
dinance adopted by the general coun- | 
cil to retain him in office as consulting 
engineer at the expiration of his pres- 
ent term, believe that the measure 
which was introduced in council Mon- 
day afternoon by Alderman James R.

Uncle Sam’s Work 
While in Vera Cruz 


By Charles Jenkinson. 

Atlantic Division American Red 
Exclusive Service The Survey 
Bureau.) 
early withdrawal of the American 
military forces from Vera Cruz makes it op- 
portune to review some of the social conse- 
quences of their oceUpation to the native 
population—in normal times a community of 
roughly 35,000 people. 

From April 238, two days after the occu- 
pation of the port, to September 2, the 
American Red Cross maintained headquar- 
ters and carried on an active work of relief. 
This was early limited to cases of suffering 
due either directly or indirectly to the Amer- 
ican occupation of Vera Cruz. 

For example, many of the fede 
became panic-stricken upon the entry of the 
American soldiers, and fled, leaving their 
Wives and families in destitute circum- 
stances. Others remained with the army, but 
inasmuch as the various companies were de- 
tailed to different parts and no accurate rec- 
ords were Kept of individuals, families were 
unable to locate the husbands or fathers.

This was found to ‘be 
necessary because a few attempts had, been 
made by neighbors to c@llect money from 
the Red Cross under different names for 
the burial of the same bods 

Wherever employment was désirea, this 
was usually given soon as the right place 
could be found. Through the co-operation 
of the American army officers, who had been 
given charge of all public institutions, and 
who needed native help, the Red ¢ was 
able to place practically every applicant. 

The 6,000 medical and surgical cases dealt 
with in the succeeding weeks covered all 
the ailments of the native population, ordi- 
hary and extraordinary, and the records 
show that more than 200 varieties of illness 
ved attention.

QUARANTINE DECLARED 
TO STOP CATTLE DISEASE 


Washington, November 2,— Federal 
quarantine to chéck a dangerous out- 
break of foot and mouth disease among 
cattle in the middle west was extended 
touay to include Pennsylvania, In- 
diana, Michigan and Illinois and vir- 
tuaily to piace Ohio under the same re- 
strictions. 

It affects + Chicago Union Stock 
yards, greatest cattle market of the 
world, to the extent that no live cat- 
tle may be shipped from there, even to 
another infected area. Under the of- 
ficial interpretation of the order, cat- 
tle from areas other than those under 
quarantine may be shipped to the Chi- 
cago yard, but they may leave only as 
dressed meat, 

Department officials explained the 
spread of.the disease is extraordinarily 
rapid. It is so highly contagious that 
carts passing through pens and alley- 
way where infected live stock have 
nrecednd them acquire the infection. 

The disease is not fatal, but the only 
way to prevent its spre ad througnout 
herd is to kill the infected animals. 
lt emaciates beef cattle and reduces 
the milk supply of dairy animals.

That is tomorrow's schedule for fifty 
leading business and professional men 
of the city, prepared by Asa G. Candler, 
at a luncheon Monday noon at Cham- 
ber of Commerce cafe. 

“Gentlemen,” said Mr. Candler, in his 
address to the business men on the sub- 
ject of re-establishing the Associated 
Charities, “I tell you that you can't 
fail to raise that $20,000 in one day, and 
I want every one to make up his mind 
to lend a helping hand.” 

Business Firms to Aid. 

It is planned to ask large annual 
subscriptions from firms in the business 
district the city, and obtain from 
them pledges to annually renew their 
subscription, so that the work of the 
Associated Charities will be sustained 
from year to year. 

Eighteen chairmen have been ap- 
pointed to head committees of business 
men, and probably as many as thirty 
will be named by Wednesday morning, 
when all chairmen will meet at 10 
o'clock at the Chamber of Commerce to 
start their individual committees to 
work canvassing the business districts. 

Each chairman is to select from the 
number of men behind the movement 
his committeemen, who will work with 
him in canvassing sustaining subscrip- 
tions. 

M. Rich, of the firm of M. Rich & Bros. 
Co., caused a wave of enthusiasm by 
announcing that already six Whitehall 
street merchants had authorized him 
to say they would subscribe $1,050, but 
objected to the names ot their firms 
being given out. These six subscrip- 
tions are renewable annually.
